Our  large  edition  of  the  general  catalog  is  exhausted.  The 
new  catalog  cannot  be  ready  until  May.  We  give  in  this  num- 
ber general  information  concerning  our  courses  that  will  an- 
swer some  of  the  questions  in  the  minds  of  would-be  students. 
We  have  a  good  supply  of  department  catalogs  or  annnounce- 
ments  that  we  can  mail  to  correspondents.  Please  mention 
the  department  in  which  you  are  especially  interested  and 
we  will  gladly  give  desired  information  by  correspondence. 

The  attendance  shows  continued  increase — thus  far  a  gain 
of  ten  per  cent  over  last  year.  In  the  departments  of  Law 
and  Medicine,  especially,  important  improvements  have  been 
made  by  generous  outlay  on  the  part  of  the  University.  A 
falling  off  was  anticipated  in  the  enrollment  of  law  students 
on  account  of  the  additional  year  required  by  the  new  law. 
It  now  looks  as  if  the  full  roll  would  be  as  large  as  for  the 
previous  year  when  students  hastened  to  enter  to  secure  the 
privilege  of  the  former  two  years  course. 

There  is  some  smallpox  in  the  unsanitary  districts  of  Des 
Moines.  The  very  few  cases  in  this  part  of  the  city  have 
sufficed  to  make  vaccination  general  and  the  people  careful. 
With  the  precautions  taken,  there  is  probably  no  safer  place 
during  the  epidemic  than  University  Place.

In  our  January  bulletin  we  estimated  the  enrollment  for 
the  twentieth  year  at  1700.  The  actual  attendance  proved  to 
be  1764.  The  enrollment  for  the  new  year — the  twenty-first — 
at  the  close  of  the  first  term  is  more  than  10  per  cent  greater 
than  for  the  same  time  a  year  ago.  It  is  safe  to  estimate  for  the 
whole  year  an  enrollment  of  1900.  Few  colleges  in  any  part 
of  the  country  show  such  vigorous  growth. 

Students  coming  to  Drake  University  will  find  a  "West 
Walnut"  or  "University  Place"  car  passing  the  Union  Sta- 
tion every  few  minutes ;  this  will  bring  them  to  the  University 
campus.  The  University  office  is  in  the  main  building.  The 
Kock  Island  Station  adjoins  the  Union  Station  on  the  east. 
Students  coming  to  the  "Northwestern"  station  in  East  Des 
Moines  can  take  any  westward  bound  car  and  the  conductor 
will  give  a  transfer  to  the  University  line.  Checks  for  bag- 
gage had  better  be  retained,  the  University  Place  expressmen 
deliver  trunks  for   25c  each. 

A  list  of  rooms  and  boarding  places  can  always  be  found  at 
the  University  office  and  assistance  in  finding  a  satisfactory 
home  is  cheerfully  rendered. 

Many  students  find  opportunities  to  help  pay  expenses  by 
work  of  some  kind,  but  success  in  securing  such  an  opportu- 
nity depends  on  the  activity  and  energy  of  the  individual; 
we  can  only  place  any  helpful  information  that  comes  to  the 
office   at   the   disposal   of  the  student.

In  order  that  prospective  students  may  have  a  glimpse  of 
the  work  of  the  University  we  give  some  information  concern- 
ing each  department,  especially  the  Normal,  in  which  many 
teachers  will  desire  to  enter  when  their  schools  close. 


THE   COLLEGE  OF  LETTERS  AND  SCIENCE 

Offers  a  number  of  four  year  courses  leading  to  the  usual 
baccalaureate  degrees.  College  entrance  requirements  are  the 
same  for  the  thirteen  colleges  in  the  collegiate  association  of 
Iowa.     Drake  University  and  Des  Moines  College  are  the  only 
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institutions  in  Des  Moines  recognized  by  the  state  association. 
We  are  constantly  adding  to  the  equipment  and  resources  of 
this  department.  The  work  and  grades  receive  the  same  credit 
in  eastern  universities  accorded  any  Iowa  college. 


THE  BIBLE  COLLEGE 

There  is  complaint  throughout  the  country  that  the  number 
of  ministerial  students  is  decreasing.  This  is  certainly  not 
true  at  Drake.  We  have  15.0  students  preparing  for  the  min- 
istry. The  faculty  was  strengthened  by  two  additional  mem- 
bers the  current  year.  Students  came  from  Oregon,  from  Nova 
Scotia,  and  from  many  intervening  states.  The  course  is  strong 
and  varied.  An  English  course  is  provided.  Students 
may  enter  for  special  studies  in  the  course.  The  complete  Eng- 
lish course  may  be  taken  but  no  degree  is  granted.  The  full 
classical  course  is  commended  and  urged  wherever  at  all  prac- 
ticable. Students  working  for  a  degree  in  the  College  of  Let- 
ters and  Science  are  permitted  to  take  twelve  term  electives 
from  the  Bible  College,  subject  to  approval. 


THE  IOWA  COLLEGE  OF  LAW 

Ex-Chief  Justice  C.  C.  Cole  continues  at  the  head  of  this 
department  that  he  has  succeeded  in  making  one  of  the  great 
law  schools  of  the  country.  V.  A.  Roberts,  LL.  D. ;  Mr.  C.  A. 
Dudley,  Mr.  Lawrence  Byers,  Mr.  E.  B.  Evans,  are  his  as- 
sociates on  the  regular  faculty,  with  Ex-Chief  Justice  Kinne 
and  Judge  Holmes  as  lecturers. 

The  course  now  requires  three  (36  weeks)  years.  Des 
Moines  offers  peculiar  advantages  to  the  law  student,  not  the 
least  of  which*are  the  libraries  of  city  and  state.  Over  500 
alumni  of  this  school  are  in  Iowa  and  surrounding  states. 


THE  IOWA  COLLEGE  OF  PHYSICIANS 

Dr.  Schooler  has  been  at  the  head  of  this  well  known  Medi- 
cal College  for  a  long  time.  With  him  are  associated  on  the 
faculty  many  of  the  most  prominent  and  successful  physicians 
of  city  and  state. 

The  course  requires  four  years;  the  first  and  second  years, 
nine  months  each,  are  given  in  connection  with  the  University 
work  on  the  campus  in  University  Place.  The  third  and 
fourth  years  are  given  in  Cottage  Hospital,  contiguous  to  the 
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clinics  in  the  finely  equipped  Mercy  Hospital  and  students 
also  attend  clinics  in  the  new  Methodist  Hospital. 

No  location  in  the  state  offers  medical  students  the  advan- 
tages afforded  by  Des  Moines. 

Dr.  Charles  Hoffman,  the  eminent  teacher  in  pathologic 
and  physiologic  chemistry,  has  been  secured  and  a  new  and 
completely  equipped  laboratory  provided  for  him.  He  gives 
all  his  time  to  his  students  and  laboratory  work. 


THE  COLLEGE  OF  PHARMACY 

Occupies  its  own  laboratory  supplied  with  all  modern  require- 
ments. Students  presenting  the  diplomas  of  the  school  are  en- 
rolled without  further  examination.  Candidates  for  advanced 
standing  are  given  the  credits  they  prove  themselves  worthy 
of.     This  department  is  highly  prosperous  and  successful. 


THE  DES  MOINES  COLLEGE  OF  DENTAL 
SURGERY 

This  department  has  been  reorganized  and  is  now  in  the 
hands  of  professional  gentlemen  of  recognized  ability  and 
standing  who  have  pledged  themselves  generously  to  its  main- 
tainence  and  advancement.  The  students  are  well  pleased  and 
the  instruction  is  regular  and  satisfactory.  It  is  still  an  affili- 
ated department  but  the  causes  for  complaint  that  may  have 
existed  last  year  have  been  removed  and  we  feel  justified  in 
advertising  the  school  and  endorsing  its  work. 

We  hope  to  see  it  completely  identified  with  the  University 
in  time.     Many  improvements  are  planned  for  next  year. 


THE  SCHOOL  OF  ORATORY 

Dean  Ott  has  been  successful  in  making  a  reputation  for 
himself  and  for  this  department  by  many  years  of  hard,  faith- 
ful  and   able   service. 

He  is  planning  to  move  to  Chicago  after  this  year  but  the 
department  is  well  established  and  will  go  on  with  its  work 
successfully.  Students  wishing  to  take  work  with  Professor 
Ott  in  Iowa  will  have  to  utilize  the  remaining  part  of  this 
year  or  come  to  his  summer  school. 

We  hope  to  announce  a  teacher  that  will  be  able  to  command 
the  confidence  of  our  friends  in  this  important  line  of  work. 
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THE  CONSERVATORY  OF  MUSIC 

Three  new  rooms  were  assigned  to  the  use  of  this  depart- 
ment this  year.  They  are  fully  utilized.  Dean  Howard  finds 
difficulty  in  meeting  the  demands  of  pupils  wanting  his  time. 
He  is  feeling  somewhat  the  effect  of  overwork. 

Under  his  direction  the  conservatory  has  prospered  in  every 
way.  The  attendance  is  larger  than  ever.  Really  excellent 
work   quickly    finds    adequate   recognition. 


THE  NORMAL  COLLEGE 

This  is  an  important  part  of  our  work.  The  following 
sub-departments  are  embraced  in  its  scope. 

The  School  of  Pedagogy — The  Academy  (a  preparatory 
school  to  the  College  courses) — The  Primary  Training  School 
— The  Kindergarten  Training  School — The  Commercial 
School — Shorthand  and  Typewriting — Training  School  for 
Music  Supervisors — The  Drake  Summer  School  of  Methods. 

This  is  a  long  list.  We  would  leave  out  some  of  them  if  we 
could,  or  combine  them,  for  the  sake  of  brevity  and  simplicity, 
but  it  is  impracticable  to  do  so.  The  work  is  carried  on  in  the 
same  building  and  is  closely  correlated  but  is  also  necessarily 
distinct  and  independent.  Each  sub-department  is  prosper- 
ous and  growing.  The  Training  School  for  Music  Supervis- 
ors is  new  and  many  teachers  have  not  yet  learned  the  im- 
portant service  it  is  able  to  render. 

Reference  to  the  calendar  on  the  inside  of  the  front  cover 
will  give  the  dates  of  term  openings,  etc. 
•   For  the  benefit  of  teachers   and   others   desiring  to   enter 
for  the  spring  term  we  give  the  work  of  the  Normal  College 
space  enough  to  show  the  character  and  scope  of  its  work. 

School  of  Pedagogy- 
Courses  of  Study. 

Tn  examining  the  courses  of  study  the  student  will  note  the 
following : 

I.  The  Teacher's  County  Certificate  Course  contains  all 
the  subjects  required  for  any  grade  of  County  Certificate. 

II.  The  Teacher's  State  Certificate  Course,  embracing  the 
first  three  years  of  the  State  Diploma  Course  printed  below, 
contains  all  the  required  subjects  for  State  Certificates.  This 
must  not  be  constr*..  tf  to  mean  that  those  who  finish  the  course 
can  secure  a  state  certificate  without  taking  the  regular  exami- 
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nation  before  the  State  Board  of  Educational  Examiners.  A 
law  has  been  in  force  enabling  the  State  Board  of  Educational 
Examiners  to  grant  state  certificates  to  students  of  the  State 
Normal  School,  but  this  law  was  repealed  by  the  last  General 
Assembly.  All  institutions  of  learning  in  Iowa  are  equal  be- 
fore the  law  in  this  respect,  the  graduates  of  any  one  receiving 
no  favors  whatever  not  granted  to  graduates  of  any  other 
school.      The   same   is  true   of  state   diplomas. 

III.  The  Teacher's  State  Diploma  Course  contains  all  the 
branches   required   for   state   diploma. 

IV.  Graduates  of  the  best  high  schools  can  complete  the 
State  Certificate  Course  usually  in  one  year.  This  refers  to 
those  high  schools  maintaining  a  strong  Latin  course  of  four 
years.  Other  foreign  languages  may,  of  course,  substitute 
the  Latin. 

V.  Graduates  of  the  best  high  schools,  such  as  just  des- 
cribed, can  complete  the  Teacher's  State  Diploma  Course  in 
two  years.

We  require  that  candidates  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Pedagogy  shall  have  experience  in  teaching.  Those  who  have 
never  taught  in  public  schools  have  the  privilege  of  practice 
in  the  West  Des  Moines  schools.  At  least  one  term  in  prac- 
tice will  be  required,  under  the  supervision  of  the  teacher  of 
Methods,  of  all  who  graduate,  if  they  have  not  had  the  re- 
quired experience  previously.  No  better  opportunities  are 
anywhere  offered  to  students  preparing  to  teach. 

High  School  Graduates. 

It  is  found  impracticable  to  arrange  specific  courses  for 
high  school  graduates  because  of  such  an  utter  lack  of  uniform- 
ity in  the  courses  of  study  in  the  various  towns.  As  has  been 
stated,  a  graduate  in  a  good  four-year  high  school  course  can 
usually  finish  the  State  Certificate  Course  in  one  year,  and  the 
State  Diploma  Course  in  two  years.  Nowhere  in  Iowa  can 
the  high  school  graduate  find  advantages  superior  to  those  of- 
fered in  Drake  University.

Those  desiring  to  prepare  for  any  grade  of  County  Certi- 
ficate will  be  interested  in  knowing  that  any  of  the  subjects 
enumerated  below  can  be  had  any  term  of  the  year.

THE  ACADEMY 


The  purpose  of  the  Academy  is  primarily  to  fit  students  for 
the  Freshman  class  in  college.  A  very  large  portion  of  the 
young  people  who  aspire  to  a  college  education  have  no  ade- 
quate advantages  at  home  for  making  the  required  prepara- 
tion. Many  prefer  to  come  here  for  their  preparatory  work, 
because  of  superior  advantages  and  a  very  material  saving  of 
time,  amounting  to  about  one  year.  Those  who  do  not  expect 
to  complete  a  course,  but  wish  to  take  special  studies,  are  al- 
lowed to  do  so.  Students  of  the  Academy  enjoy  all  the  privi- 
leges of  the  University;  its  teachers,  library,  laboratories,  and 
lectures,  and  all  the  elevating  and  inspiring  influences  which 
come  from  a  college  atmosphere.  The  School  of  Pedagogy  is 
closely  connected  with  the  Academy,  offering  an  excellent  op- 
portunity for  persons  who  are  preparing  to  teach  to  combine 
normal  training  with  their  academic  studies.

PRIMARY  TRAINING  SCHOOL 

(A  Special  Announcement  sent  on  request.) 

The  Primary  Training  School  is  acknowledged  to  be  one  of 
the  best  of  its  class  in  the  west.  This  school  was  established 
two  years  ago.  Twenty  were  enrolled  the  first  year,  and 
thirty-six  the  past  year.  In  addition  to  this  one  hundred  and 
twelve  leading  teachers  from  the  towns  and  cities  of  Iowa  at- 
tended the  last  summer  session.  Few  schools  have  made  such  a 
flattering  growth.  The  increase  in  attendance  for  the  current 
year  is  very  gratifying.

BOARD  AND  ROOMS 

University  place  is  a  happy  circle  of  Christian  homes.  Nearly  all 
the  houses  are  new  and  many  of  them  have  all  modern  conveniences. 
With  such  surrounding-s,  and  with  the  spirit  of  friendliness  and  benevo- 
lence which  prevails,  the  University  has  not  felt  the  need  of  dormi- 
tories. 

Good  board  and  furnished  rooms  can  be  had  in  our  best  homes  at 
from  S3  to  $4  per  week.  A  majority  of  the  students  prefer  to  board  in 
clubs  and  guilds,  rooming  in  private  homes.  These  clubs  and  guilds 
are  organized  and  managed  by  the  students  under  the  general  super- 
vision of  the  Faculty.  The  quality  and  amount  of  food  is  controlled  by 
the  students  as  is  also  the  selection  of  a  steward.  The  cost  ranges  from 
SI. 75  to  $3.00  per  week.  Adding  to  this  the  average  rent  of  a  room, 
heated,  lighted  and  furnished,  the  entire  cost  of  boarding  ranges  from 
$2.50  to  S3. 50.  Many  students  by  furnishing-  rooms  and  boarding-  them- 
selves, live  still  more  cheaply. 
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
